It is not always fully understood what a 
variety of peoples orist ander the sway of the 
Emperor of Chins. Even-as regarda the balk 
of her population, China ia very far from beiaz 
homogensoné, ’ It bas even been pronounerd 
doubtful whethor there is strictly considercl, 
any such vation as “the Chinese,” In tho 
United Kingdom, there is's vary marked divid- 
ing lino between the Eoglishmas, Scotchman, 
Trishman, and Welahmeu, but the difference 
between the four is faint indeed as compared 
with that-separating a Pekmose, a Cantonese, 
and a native of Amoy, It is almoat hopoless to 
lock for homogeneity of typo, where there is 
such o. divorgence of speect that the three, when 
speaking their respective dialeota, are mutually 
uuintelligible. There is, besides, m rr thans more 
divergence of spoken language; there iy an even 
widor variation of customs, ideas and prejudices, 
and also a very apprecisrle diffaronca in. the 
matter ol physical appoarancs. Speaking rough. 
ly, the eighteen Provinees form as many 
distinct nationalities; which, have, as bonds of 
union, a common written language, o trio of 
religions aocepted more or less by all, aud one 
supreme head in the ‘persou- of the émperor.

that deposits of coal were discovered on the west 
coast of the island fifty years ago; yot 
of recent years no more than © 60,0K) 
tons of coal have’ been raised yearly, 
Tho Sanghalien coal is equal to the best 
Euglish “coal. Excellent coal was disco- 
vered at Cape lisahoth and Cape Maria in the 
exirame north of Saghalien in 186%, and at five 
other points eoa! baa beeu found at various 
times. More recently the prison authorities 
discovered rich coalfelds noar Aloxandrovsk, 
and oven richer coalfields have been-found-noar 
Dué, on tie Japanese frontier, The coal dug 
near Dué is especially suitable for ironworks, 
M, ‘Cultsobiriski himealf found coal on the river 
Tym in. tho interior of Saghalien, and as coal.
